WARNER RANCH MANS. 
PROPOSAL TO SCATTER THEM.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 2.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] Indian Inspector McLaugh- 
lin returned to Washington today from 
a trip to Southern California, where 
he went to investigate a problem con- 
nected with the coming dispossession 
of the Warner Ranch Indians on ac- 
count of the Sugreme Court decision 
that the land which they have occupied 
for years does not belong to them. Mr. 
McLaughlin has not yet made his offi- 
clal report to the Indian Office, but he 
has reported informally to Commis- 
sioner Jones that he considers it un- 
practicable for the government to pur- 
chase such a large land tract for these 
Indians in the place that is now occu- 
pied by them. 

He says he can find no suitable tract 
in Southern California, in the first 
place, and again, he does not believe 
it would be a wise move, even if the 
land could be had.

J have not had an opportunity of 
talking with any members on the sub- 
ject since becoming chairman, and, in 
fact, did not have for some time before, 
but of course it will be my duty to try 
te ascertain at once what it will be 
advisable to do with the treaties, and t¢ 
either secure their ratification or dis- 
pose of them in some other way. 

“These treaties are in line with the 
suggestion of the late President Mc- 
Kinley just before his death. While 
ve are doing our best to make com- 
mercial progress, we want to recognize 
that other people have the same right 
as ourselves to do the best they can. 
Only a short time before President Mc- 
Kinley left Canton to go, first to Cleve- 
land, and then to Buffalo, I visited him 
and talked with him on this very ques- 
tion. Asked whether he thought we 
ought to revise the tariff in the usual 
Way or carry out some kind of reci- 
procity or commercial treaty system, 
he said that by all means we ought not 
to revise the tariff this year, but we 
ought to adopt othet plans as far as 
we could do so consistently. I have 
thought for a year or two that if we do 
not take up the tariff for revision in 
the regular way, we ought to do some- 
thing in the way of securing commer- 
cial treaties looking to a modification 
of the tariff in particular case. I fa- 
vor general reciprocity in such a way 
as not to interfere with the general 
principle of protection. I think it would 
be a great misfortune to the country 
for us to take up the tariff for general 
revision this year. It would startle 
our business interests, and manufactur- 
ers would hesitate to go forward with 
their work in view of the uncertainty 
and we would find 
ourselves involved in trouble. We can 
accomplish desirable ends by means of 
reciprocity and commercial treaties, 
without seriously disturbing the busi- 
ness interests of the countrty.”

The Consumers’ League is nearly 
three years old, and comprises among 
ite members many of the wealthjest 
and most influential people in the 
country. It allows the use of its label 
on goods made in factories in which 
the State factory law is obeyed; where 
goods are made on the premises under 
healthful and sanitary conditions; 
where employees are not worked over- 
time, and where children under 16 
years of age are not employed. Only 
thirty-one manufacturing firms in the 
United States are allowed to use the 
league label, and the goods of these 
Arms are now on exhibition at the room 
of the Chicago Woman's Club.

PEKING, Jan. 2.—{By Asiatic Cable.] 
Several recent occurrences tend to dis- 
courage the hope that the Dowager 
Empress has learned a lesson of re- 
form from the events of the year. 
Foreigners are disposed to take a pes- 
simistic view of the outlook. Gen, 
Yung Lu's determination to organize 
two anti-foreign army corps to offset 
the commands of the pro-foreign Chi- 
nese leaders is particularly disquieting, 
and an evidence of the continued dom- 
ination of his influence, which is bit- 
terly antiworeign. 

Other incidents which are considered 
significant, are the suppression of the 
only independent newspaper in this 
city by order of the Governor of Pe- 
king, and the closing of the industrial 
school here, recently organised by 
philanthropic Chinese, also by the Gov- 
ernor’s order. This school was in- 
training of destitute 
youths. Other liberal Chinese will nes- 
itate now to give practical vent to 
their theories, fearing the displeasure 
‘of officialdom. 

A third edict regarding the recent 
murder of a Belgian est near Ning 
Sha Foo, in Kan Soo pfovince, has ap- 
peared. It appoints a special official 
to punish those who are gulity of the 
crime and reaffirmed the Dowager 
Empress’ good will toward Christians. 
There is unusual activity upon the 
part of the court in the punishment of 
those guilty of an anti-Christian out- 
rage, and it is taken as evidence of 
the Dowager Empress’ desire to concil- 
late the powers upon the eve of the 
return of the court to Peking. 

Proofs accumulate that Prince 
Chang's arguments persuaded the Dow- 
ager Empress to trust herself within 
range of the iegation forts.

GGEST GAS TANK 
IN THE FAR WEST. 


IMMENSE STRUCTURE JUST FIN- 
ISHED IN THIS CITY. 


Record-breaking Time Made in Its 
Erection—Byilt by Eastern Firm for 
Los Angeles Lighting Company—More 
Than Hundred Feet High. 


The biggest gas tank west of Chicago 
has just been completed at Seventh 
and Alameda streets. It is 109ft. 4in. 
high, 94ft. sin. in diameter, and has a 
capacity of 508,000 cubic feet. 

It was built for the Los Angeles 
Lighting Company by the Kerr-Murray 
Manufacturing Company of Fort 
Wayne, Ind., and was erected in record- 
breaking time. 

All the iron work was completed at 
Fort Wayne and shipped here in joints 
to be put together. Twenty tons of 
rivets were required fof this work. F. 
W. Freese, consulting gas engineer of 
Bloomington, Ind., was sent here as 
superintendent of construction. The 
company allowed ~— six months’ time 
to finish the job. e arrived in Los 
Angeles September 25, unloaded all the 


| material, and with a force of about a 


dozen men, only three of whom were 
skilled mechanics sent out from Fort 
Wayne, had the big structure ready 
for use by January 1. 
Night shifts were worked part of the 
time, and there was little cessatiomfor 
holidays or Sundays. The cause of the 
rush was the urgent need by the lIight-- 
ing company for greater pressure and 
storage facilities. Only two days were 
lost on account of stress of weather, a 
condition impossible at this time of 
year in nearly any other part of the 
country. 
The lighting company already had 
three other gas tanks, the largest of 
which, on Aliso street, has a capacity 
of about 300,000 cubic feet. The new 
tank has a triple lift; that is, it tele- 
scopes together or expands in three sec- 
tions. The water tank at the bottom is 
27 feet in depth, and it takes 6000 tons 
of water to fill it. 
The completion of the big structure 
was celebrated by a banquet given by 
Engineer at the Del Monte 
Café, Wednesday evening, to the work- 
men. Mr. Freese said he never had a 
more éfficient crew on any of the hig 
jobs he has had charge of, and he Na" 
built a good many big gas reservoirs in 
various parts of the country, but no 
others farther west than Omaha. 
Mr. Freese will return to the East 
in a few days, but he is so charmed 
with Los Angeles that he contemplatg; 
returning here to live in the near fu- 
ture.

Want a Quarantine. 

Headed by one of the largest vine 
growers in Orange county, the vine- 
yardists will ask the Supervisors to 
pass an ordinance prohibiting the im- 
portation of grapevines and cuttings 
from districts infected with phylloxera. 

At the Riverside meeting of the 
horticultural commissioners of South- 
ern California, held last summer, the 
representatives of Los Angeles county 
tried to secure general codperation in 
keeping out this great vine pest, and, 
while it was favored by many of the 
dcliegates, Los Angeles county was the 
only one of the seven to adopt this 
WIS measure. It is to be hoped that 
the vine men of Orange county will cn- 
list the help of every grape grower in 
the county, get the judgmert of the 
Supervisors upon their petition, and 
finally succeed in shutting out all 
chance of infection. 

So far as I have heard, the anti-phyl- 
loxera ordinance of this county has not 
met disfavor with any vineyardist. The 
idea of a quarantine originated with 
the grape growers of Lamanda Park 
through a petition duly presented and 
made the basis of an ordinance. It is 
assuring to know that Orange county 
growers are beginning in the same way, 
and are determined to have protection 
for their vines. There is a great re- 
vival in grape growing, all over South- 
ern California, and those who are put- 
ting their capital into the business are 
not listening to frothy utterances upon 
the vine-quarantine subject or suspect-

Practical Fertilising. 

President Wheeler of the university, 
in his address to the late State Fruit 
Growers’ Convention, made many ef- 
fective points in regard to the use of 
expert service in agriculture. The pro- 
fessor gave the expert side of the ques- 
tion, but no doubt appreciates the 
value of common sense in the execu- 
tion of ideas upon the cultivation of 
the land. I have been asked to bring 
the question of experting fertilizers be- 
fore the readers of this department. 
Much has been said upon this 
It is known that carriers of nitrogen, 
phosphoric acid and potash suitable for 
acertain soils are often harmful, or at 
least ineffective, in other soils. The 
correct use of fertilizers under vary- 
ing conditions is a subject which must 
in the near future receive more earnest 
consideration. One farmer win tell 
you he has ubed too much commercial 
fertilizer, another too little; one has 
succeeded with stable manure alone, 
another has failed. Can we improve 
the situation with the common sense of 
the farmer and the scientific sense of 
the chemist? Yes. 

No fruit grower is able to settle the 
perplexing questions of soil elements 
and fertilizer components. Thgy have 
baffied experts in chemistry and have 
not been determined by the most prac- 
tical enlightenment of the farmer. It 
is said that there is no single fertilizer 
which can be annually or periodically 
applied as a complete agent. The 
changes occurring continually in the 
soil and trees through cultivation, 
pruning, irrigation and climatic condi- 
tions prevent the successful use of the 
best fertilizer ever made, as a con- 
tinual stimulant to the soll. This is 
why no amount of farming experience 
can be more than a guide, and why 
expert service must be applied to pre- 
vent the wasteful application at pres- 
ent prevailing. The manufacturer of 
fertilizers who shall give us the real 
key to the combination of expert sense 
and practical experience is the coming 


Deep Plowing Advised. 

I have advocated it from observation, 
experience and inquiry. The solls of 
Southern California are deep and rich, 
and show no subsoil conditions for at 
least three or four feet. Consequently 
the trees root very deeply and only 
send feeders to the surface in response 
to cultivation; irrigating and fertiliz- 
ing. The solis can, therefore, be plowed

Ten, 
twelve or fourteen inches is not too 
deep, and the first is the slightest depth 
to which the plow should be run. 
“Cultivation,” on the other hand, 
should be as shallow as consistent with 
an efficient mulch to prevent the ex- 
cessive escape of moisture to shield 
from the penetrating rays of the sun. 
In solls that can be worked to a fine 
dust mulch, four inches should be am- 
ple. In solls that work up lumpy a 
deeper cultivation is necessary to cut 
off the capillaries lower down, below 
the sun’s action. But such soils re- 
quire measures to be adopted to ame- 
liorate them and bring them into finer 
condition for tilling. Until this is done 
the time for working theny must be 
chosen opportunely. 

Now comes the gist of these things. 
The object in keeping the cultivation 
as shallow as possible is to allow a 
deeper feeding bed for the annual roots, 
In this the fertilizers should be put and 
thoroughly mixed in before it is plowed 
down deep into the soil. It should 
then be left undisturbed by the culti- 
vator till the crop is matured, leaving 
the annual roots in undisturbed pos- 
session of the fertilized soil. Is it pos- 
sible that the best orange growers 
sometimes ruin the quality of their 
fruit by the stimulation of fertilizers, 
followed by the unrest of the cultivator 
teeth? If it is, a demonstration would 
be worth tens of thousands annually. 

And why not? The mixing of fer- 
tilizers with the top solls with the 
hope that they will leach down and 
diffuse is a hopeless plan, and the 
puffy oranges no doubt attest to it 
every year. It is a poor plan when 
the peculiar composition of our soils 
are contemplated and the materials 


potassium sulphates. The ~- rootlets 
reaching to the surface, the hot sun, 
and the cpitivator teeth—they finish 
the failure. It is a lack of thorough 
knowledge and experience that causes 
the growers to throw away their good 
money, and this puts a premium upon 
the union of expert service with the 
practical work of the farmer, 


THE DAIRY. 
Feeding Skim Milk and Corn Meal. 

Some practical t to ascertain the 
feeding value of skim milk were de- 
scribed by ex-Gov. Hoard of Wiscon- 
sin in his dairy talk at the receft meet- 
ing of the Massachusetts board of agri- 
culture. To prove the feeding value of 
skim milk to the patrons of his cream- 
ery, he bought a lot of pigs weighing 
100 pounds alive, at 4% cents. These 
were fed fifty-six days entirely on 
skim milk and sold again at 44 cents. 
The gain in weight at this price paid 
22% cents per hundred pounds for skim 
milk. This was of course the poorest 
manner possible in which to utilize 
},skim milk. 

To show what could be done with 
skim milk intelligently fed, another lot 
of 100-pound porkers were bought and 
fed for the same length ot time, with 
skim milk and corn meal. They were 
sold at the same price. The gain in 
weight during this time paid 32 cents 
per 100 pounds for the skim milk. 
this and other experiments, Gov. H 
found that 100 pounds of skim milk fed 
to hogs would make five pounds of 
pork, 100 pounds of corn meal would 
make ten pounds of pork, but when 
mixed and fed together, 100 founds of 
} skim milk and meal would make eight- 
een pounds of pork. Combining them 
increased their value about 20 per cent. 


Ample facilities are now afforded the 
agricultural students at the University 
of Illinois for instruction in the manu- 
facture of dairy products. In one wing 
of the new agricultural building ample 
space is provided for a separator room, 
a churning room and a cheese room. 
These rooms are well equipped with the 
latest apparatus, as may be seen by 
an inspection of Orange Judd Farmer's 
frontispiece. 

Illinois is a great dairy State, but it 
was not until last spring that the 
university had facilities for giving stu- 
dents instruction in testing milk, ripen- 
ing cream, churning, separating, butter 
working, cheese making and all the 
practical details of the dairy and 
creamery. The work now is well es- 
tablished and in charge of Prof. Wil- 
bur Frazier, assisted by Oscar Erf. Not 
only are the young men interested in 
this work, but the class last year con- 
tained a number of. young women who 
were perfecting themselves in the man- 
agement of the dairy. In connection 
with the practice 2 the university 
has a large herd of dairy cattle, and 
students are made familiar with the 
best type of the dairy animal, how to 
select good milkers, how to feed and 
care for them, how to construct barns 
and dairy buildistgs and all similar de- 
tails. Dairy students from Hlinois need 
not now go outside of their own State 
in order to become proficient in their 
chosen business.—[{Prairie Farmer. 


. ‘LIVE STOCK. 
Success in Swine Breeding. 

To make swine breeding a financial 
success it is necessary that certain 
well-defined rules of selection and prac- 
tice be observed. By sefection is meant 
choice breeding stock of whatever 
breed you choose. The question might 
be asked, What is the best breed? This 
I would not attempt to answer only for 
myself. Every one must judge for him- 
self and select that which best suits 
his fancy. I will submit this proposi- 
tion as a fact, to which we will all 
agree, that the best hog for the farmer 
is the one that returns the most profit 
for the feed fed in a given length of 
time. The question, then, is the kind 
of hog to raise for profit. 

The kind of hog to breed and grow 
is the one that will go to market at 
the age of 6 to 8 months, yeighing 200 
to 300 pounds, smooth, of good shape 
and color. Such a one usually tops the 
market. As to the type of hog that will 
reach the object sought is where we 
differ. One says the short, compact 
type, another the medium, still another 
the large, growthy fellow is the best. 
We all have some idea as to the shape 
of the hog we want—with some color 
as all important. Often in this case 
shape and quality are sacrificed, but 
good color is desirable even among 
common feeders. It is true that a car- 
load of good, shapely hogs, all one 
color, are the first to cross the scales 
at the market centers at the top of the 
market. So it becomes a matter of im- 
portance as well as profit to please the 
eye of the buyer with that which we 
have to sell. This principle holds good, 
got only with swine, but with al 
classes of stock, fruits and vegetables 
as well. With myself, the best hog is 
a combination of size, quality, finish 
and color. We want size and feeding 
qualities for profit, finish and color to 
please the eye of the buyer. I have 
‘no use for the big rough animal, for 
such a one is not profitable. Hog rais- 
ing is a financial problem, hence we 
want the quick-maturing kind that 
goes to market at an early age with 
the least feed.—[W. O. Canaday, before 
the National Farmers’ Institute.

For five or six years 
past the owners of Texas ranches have 
been among the buyers of the best 
bulls at the Hereford sales, although 
there are some who began with Angus 
or Shorthorns, and think it better to 
continue to breed in the same line than 
to change to another breed. A carload 
of fifteen Hereford steers, bred in 
Texas, and sold when young for $375, 
were recently sold at auction to 
Schwartzchild and Sulsberger at $12 
per hundred-weight, or a s sum 
of $2844.60, the average weight being 
1497 pounds. The breeder of these 
steers is a widow, who has been run- 
ning the ranch since the death of her 
husband, fifteen years ago. It is said 
that of recent years she has sold about 
ten thousand head of cattle each year, 
many of them going into the yards of 
northern feeders. Such a carload of 
fat cattle was a credit both to breeder 
and to feeder. About 1500 pounds is 
now looked upon as a more desirable 
weight for fat steers than heavier 
weights, as it cuts up better. 


THE POULTRY YARD. 
Red Albumen is a Fake. 


This paper received a letter last 
month from a New York “pharmacist,” 
saying that if a certain portion of “red 
albumen” was mixed with black or red 
pepper and two teaspoonsful of this 
mixture was added to each quart of 
the nforning mash, it would make hens 
lay all winter. He quoted an experi- 

nt tried by his father and brother in 
which they obtained wonderful results. 
A similar letter was sent to probably 
all the agricultural and poultry papers 
and many of the weeklies and dailies 
throughout the country, with the inten- 
tion of arousing the interest of farmers 
and poultry keepers in red albumen, 
and create a sale for the same. 

An inquiry among leading wholesale 
and retail druggists of this city by the 
Orange Judd Farmer showed, as sup; 
posed, that no such article ag red albu- 
men is known to the trade. It is need- 
less to say that we did not publish the 
letter, which was shrewdly designed to 
advertise what appeared to us at the 
time, a fake. A partially anonymous 
letter was recently received saying that 
“the so-called red albumen comes from 
South America, where it is known as 
Beckoe albumen, and is a mineral prod- 
uct which contains about 99 per cent. 
of the purest albumen.” Other fairy 
tales of the marvelous qualities of this 
— in the production of eggs are 
cited, 

The scheme to introduce this article 
has been shrewdly worked, and drug- 
gists all over the country have had fre- 
quent calls for it. Many of them have 
sold blood albumen, a well-known ar- 
ticle to the drug trade. Further inves- 
tigation shows that this red albumen 
is made by an Ohio concern whose 
name is enough to condemn it. This 
concern also put out black pepsin se 
eral years ago, per algretta and other 
articles which have kept chemists of 
the Department of Agriculture and the 
experiment stations busy in denying 
their usefulness and showing up the 
fraudulent claims made for them. The 
so-called red albumen, which is sold at 
40 cents per pound wholesale and 60 
cents retail, is made of red pepper and 
ground oyster shells, a product within 
reach of every poultryman at low cost.

Practical Poultry Points. 


We do not remember ever having seen 
so many large turkeys in the market 
any Thanksgiving week as we saw tnis 
year. Birds from 30 to 36 pounds were 
not uncommon, and those from 20 to 25 
pounds were very plenty, They were, 
of course, what are called old toms, but 
few of them appeargd to be over 18 
months, and many were young turkeys 
even at 20 pounds weight.‘ This may 
be, in part, due to the increased use of 


of the bronze upon the black turkey, 
which has so improved the black that 
they are much larger than the old- 
fashioned black turkey. A writer in 
the Poultry Journal says he has no 
trouble in getting blacks to wefsh at 
Christmas time, pullets 14 to 15 pounds, 
cockerels 20 to 24 pounds, and old cocks 
30 pounds. He says they are hardy, 
fully as good layers as bronze or white, 
eggs hatch well, and the young ones 
grow rapidly from the start. They are 
not so much inclined to ramble as other 
varieties, in which they differ from the 
blacks we used to keep, but we think 
they might have had a strain of wild 
blood in them. 

A breeder, whose statement we find 
credited to “exchange,” says that he 
has been feeding soy beans to his poul- 
try the past season, and the flavor 
can be readily detected in both the 
eggs and the flesh. As we do not know 
the flavor of the soy bean, we might 
not be able to detect it, but we have 
detected flavors in both eggs and fowl 
such as we never found in those which 
were produced in our yard, and they 
were not stale or overripe flavors, 
either, but very evidently the effect of 
something taken as food. Very few 
realize how much of the flavor of the 
food can be imparted to the fish. It 
used to be said that the cannibal chief 
confided to some one that “the mis- 
sionary very good, but sailor man not 
good, eat too much tobacco.“

The Fullerton Apricot. 

This new variety was “discovered” a 
few years ago by P. A. Schumacher, 
then a nurseryman of Fullerton, Cal. 
Mr. Schumacher noticed that one par- 
ticular tree on his neighbor's place con- 
tinued to bear year after year, and 
while other varieties had off years, this 
tree was true in bearing regularly and 
heavily; so much for its origin. 

The fruit is large, luscious and rich, 
Al for drying or cannong; the leaf is 
large, therefore shading well. The 
“Fullerton” has all the good qualities 
of the Royal and Blenheim varieties, 
and a few extras of its own, is a vigor- 
ous healthy-looking tree, the bark be- 
ing more of a gray color. 

During a year when some of the 
growers of other kinds had not enough 
for home use, 630 four-and-a-half-year- 
old trees on my ranch produced 92,000 
pounds of green fruit; these were dried, 
going less than five pounds green to 
one of dried, and out of nearly 19,000 


pounds of dried apricots less than two 


hundred were seconds and thirds, the 
balance bringing 11% cents per pound— 
a good showing for so young an or- 
chard. The tree grows large, and 
should not be back trimmed too closely 
for good results. The writer has found 
the bell (inverted) shape to be his fa- 
vorite; the branches spreading out over 
the horse’s heads—giving you plenty 
of space for fruit spurs, and allowing 
sunlight and warmth to enter the inner 
tree—too dense shading retarding de- 
velopment of buds, as well as fruit. 
Another good point in this style of 
pruning is your handiness to get near 
the tree trunk, enabling you to break 
up all the ground without expense of 
cross cultivating.

e duty is 25 cents per bushel, and | 
this with other charges generally shuts 
out potatoes from Europe and Cana- 
dian provinces. This season, however, 
with the announcement of a home 
shortage and sharply-advancing price 
tendency, foreigners have sought a 
market in this country, as intimated in 
Orange Judd Farmer from time to time. 
As long ago as October, imports of po- 
tatoes were 129,000 bushels, against | 
barely 9000 a year earlier, the amount 
first named equaling total imports dur- 
ing the first ten months of 1900. Novem- 
ber and December imports have further 
increased, and for the first time in 
eight years foreign potatoes cut quite 
a figure in the markets. These are 
coming from Ireland, Scotland and 
Belgium. A few days ago a single 
steamer brought 90,000 bushels from 
Antwerp, followed by further like 
movement. The heaviest imports in a 
single year were 8,790,000 bushels, in 
1881; total imports during the fiscal 
year 1901 were 371,909 bushels. 

The effect of the comparatively heavy 
imports has been to weaken the mar- 
ket at New York and some other east- 
ern cities, indirectly affecting Mich- 
igan and Wisconsin potatoes, with 
values unsettled. Recent trade ad- 
vices say potatoes can be. bought 
abroad at 70@75 cents per barrel, and 
adding to this the duty and other 
charges, the cost of European potatoes 
on the pier at New York approximate 
$1.75 per barrel. They recently sold as 
high as $2.50, but late quotations are 
2.00@2.25 per bag of 168 pounds Bel- 
gian stock, 2.10@2.35 prime Scotch; 
these. compared with 2.65@2.85 for 
Maine stock per 180 pounds, and 2.35@ 
2.65 other native potatoes. Western 
potatoes are quotable in Chicago at 
78@85 cents per bushel, trade checked

Give 
adaptability to climate not less than 
twenty points out of the possible one 
hundred, and cut down length of ear, 
circumference of ear. and the uni- 
formity of exhibit and shape of ear, or 
strike them out entirely. We have 
seen what was known as the ‘Rhode 
Island Cap” corn, which seldom grew 
an ear over four inches long, yield 


about sixty bushels of ears to the acre

SUDDEN LEAVE-TAKING OF EX- 
MUSIC DEALER. 

Former Defendant in Arson Case Sells 

His Store and Drops Out of Sight— 

Creditors and Family Mourning— 


‘WHITTIER, Jah. 2-—{From The 
Times’ Resident Correspondent.) C. C. 
Pitzer, who was tried in the Superior 
Court last spring on the charge of at- 
tempting to set fire to the store of the 
Pitzer Music Company on the night of 
February 17, has disappeared. At the 
time of his trial in Los Angeles there 
wat a disagreement of the jury, and a 
few months ago the District Attorney 
again brought up the case in Judge 
Smith's court, and stated that inasmuch 
as no additional evidence for the peo- 
ple had been found, it would be im- 
possible to secure a verdict of guilty. 
The case at the time of the prelimi- 
nary hearing before Justice L. M. Bald- 
win in this city, and also during the 
trial in Los Angeles, created unusual 
interest here, and this interest is re- 
vived by the disappearance of Pitzer. 
Pitzer was lagt seen here on Friday. 
That day he sold out the music busi- 
ness which he had been conducting for 
about four months in the Way & Or- 
born Block on Philadelphia street to 
. A. Wilson and C. H. Jordan. The 
money for the musical goods was de- 
posited by Wilson and Jordan in the 
Whittier Bank to Pitser's credit and 
was almost immediately drawn by Pit- 
ger. He had made an appointment with 
the purchasers of his business at a 
music house in Los Angeles to make 
out transfer for some pianos held on 
consignment, but he failed to keep it. 
This raised the first suspicion that he 
had changed his residence, a suspicion 
that has since come to be only too well 
confirmed, since neither his wife nor 
parents have any knowledge of his 
whereabouts or intentions. 

Pitzer could not have had a large 
amount of money with him when he 
There was about $500 insurance 
for damage done by the fire, but there 
are good reasons to believe that the 
attorneys who conducted his defense in 
the arson case secured the money.

LANDLORD OF HOTEL ANGELUS 
SETTLES WITH COURT,

Fined Three Dollars for Unintentional 
Braech of Law—Officer Kelly Tells 
How He Obtained a Bottle of Booze 
on the Sly, ve 


Proprietor G. 8. Holmes of Hotel 
Angelus showed up smiling in the 
Police Court yesterday morning to an- 
ewer the charge of having run afoul 
the restaurant liquor license ordinance. 
He first oalled at the office of Hotel 
d'Elton, and registered, but was not 
assigned to a room. His stay at the 
brownatone front tavern was so short, 
in fact, that he did not even have 
time to sample the fare set up by Mine 
Host Elton. 

After Holmes had registered he was 
shown to the parior on the second floor, 
where Justice Austin was holding a 
levee. The celebrated boniface’s intro- 
duction to His Honor was brief and 
strictly formal. : 

After listening to the reading of the 
complaint of the People vs. G. . 
Holmes, charging the latter with an in- 
fraction of the city excise laws by sell- 
ing liquor on a Sabbath day, and toa 
policeman at that, all of which was 
contrary to the statutes in such case 
made and provided, and to the peace 
and dignity of the people of the State 
of California, the defendant — te 
entered a plea of guilty, but qualifi 
it with a statement showing extenuat- 

r. Holmes explained to the court 
that in the hasté and confusion of get- 
ting his big hotel ready for opening he 
did not have time to familiarize him- 
self with the city license ordinances, 
but his instructions to his employés had 

to conduct the bar and café of the 
hotel in strict compliance with the law. 
His steward, being somewhat in doubt 
as to what the law was in regard to 
serving liquor on Sunday, had con- 
sulted with the steward of another 
hotel, and had been informed that it 
was lawful to serve liquors in original 
packages with meals, thus being un- 
wittingly led to err. 
cer Kelly was the only witness 
called for the prosecution, and he 
briefly related the circumstances of the 
buying of a flask of liquor at the An- 
gelus last Sunday. He denied that he, 
as had been insinuated, coaxed the 
waiter to sell him liquor, and persuaded 
him to do so by assuring him that it 
was legal for him to do that kind of 
business. The officer said that he and 
J. C. Chapman, secretary to the Chief 
of Police, having been detailed to in- 
vestigate the report that the café was 
being run contrary to law, went into 
the taurant, seated themselves at a 
table, and asked for whisky. The 
waiter took the order without question, 
resently returning with a bottle, which 

eo ed and poured each of them a 
drink, explaining that he would have 
to charge them a dollar, as he could 
not sell a less amount than a whole 
package on Sunday. The waiter also 
placed on the table a few small sand- 
wiches designed to do service as a bona 
fide This was a gratuitous act on 
the part of the waiter, however, as no 
viands had been called for. After satis- 
fying themselves that liquor was being 
sold contrary to law, the hotel at that 
time having no liquor restaurant 
license, the witness and his confederate 
returned to the station to report, taking 
the bottle and its remaining contents 
with them as evidence. 

Officer Chapman was prepared to cor- 
roborate Kelly's testimony, but the de- 
fendant having pleaded guilty it was 
not necessary to hear further evidence. 

Justice Austin in pronouncing sen- 
tence took occasion to say that he was 
convinced that Mr. Holmes was not a 
wilful violator of the law; that he was 
not to be blamed, personally, for what 
had happened, and that there was 
every reason to belleve that the An- 
gelus was now, and in the future would 
be run with strict regard to the mu- 
nicipal regulations. He therefore con- 
sidered a nominal fine sufficient to sub- 
serve the ends of justice. The amount 
was placed at $8, which Mr. Holmes 
paid on the spot, and the proceedings 


were ended. 

It is still insisted that one of ‘the 
Police Commissioners instigated Chief 
Elton to send officers to entrap Land- 
‘ord Holmes. The Chief is non-commit- 
tal on this subject, and the commis- 
sioner has denied the rumor. It is 
known, however, that various persons, 
some of them interested in the saloon 
and restaurant business, telephoned to 
the Chief and also to a Police Commis- 
sioner last Sunday, protesting against 
allowing the Angelus to sell liquor on 
Sunday without a restaurant liquor 
license, and that a Police Commissioner 
did urge Elton to stop it, but the Chfef 
has been allowed to bear the brunt of

OVER THE FIRE.

Chamber of Commerce Adopts Rese- 
lutions That View With Apprehension 
a Policy “Subversive of All Attempts 
to Open New and Wider Markets.” 


IBV THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS~—P.M.1 
NEW YORK, Jan. 2.—A meeting of 
the Chamber of Commerce was held 
here today. Addresses were made by 
M. L. Weiller, a representative of 
French interests, and by Ludwig Max 
Goldberger of Berlin, both of whom 
are in this country to investigate 
American commercial methods. The 
Committee on Foreign Commerce pre- 
sented a report and resolutions disap- 
proving the action taken by the reci- 
procity convention held in Washington. 
This report and the resolutions were 
adopted after considerable debate. 
The resolutions read as follows: 
“Whereas, This chamber has con- 
sistently favored the establishmen 
through reciprocal concessions in tari 
rates, of closer trade relations between 
the United States and the commercial 
countries of the world; and, whereas, 
the National Reciprocity Convention, in 
its recent session in Washington, D. C., 
adopted a resolution recommending 
reciprocity through tariff modifications 
where it can be done without injury to 
any ot our home interests of manu- 
facturing, commerce or farming, 
thereby rendering any application of 
reciprocal tariff concessions imprac- 
ticable: and, whereas, the National 
Reciprocity Convention in a second 
resolution recommended the establish- 
ment of a new committee to which 
shall be referred the consideration of 
all reciprocal trade agreements, 
thereby nullifying and disregarding the 
vainable and beneficial work success- 


fully accomplished by the nt 
commissioner plenipotentiary in the 
negotiation of important treaties, 


whereby a great part of the trade of 
these countries would be thrown open

So the party waded and floundered 
through the soft, high-piled snow.

FOR ANGORA GOATS.

EXPERIMENTS ON LAND Fo- 
CHASED NEAR WASHINGTON. 
The Animal the Best Brush Destroyer 
Known—Cleans a Farm in a Short 
Space of Time—Its Wool More Dur- 
able Than Any Other. |

{Washington Times:] The United 
States government has become very 
much interested in the raising of choice 
Angora goats, and George Fayette 
Thompson, editorial clerk of the Bu- 
reau of Animal Industry of the Agri- 
cultural Department, who knows more 
about goats than any man connected 
with Uncle Sam, has just returned 
from the Goat Breeders’ Association 
Convention at Kansas City, more than 
ever impressed with the poszibilities of 
the culture of the animal for its wool, 
and with its capabilities as a cleaner 
of brush on abandoned farms, 

Sixteen miles below Washington, in 
Maryland, the government is conduct- 
ing experiments with the Angora goat, 
at the largest farm of the kind in the 
country. Fifty-one choice animals were 
recently shipped to former Sccretary 
of the Navy Wiliam C. Whitney's stock 
farm, near Boston, and 1590 goats were 
= to another big ranch at Oakland.

The farm at which governmental ex- 
pertinents are being conducted with a 
view to discovering all the possibilities 
of the Angora goat as a destroyer of 
brush and weeds, is located near Cedar.

After the spiders have been robbed 
of their silk they are taken out of 
the guillotine carefully and placed on 
mango trees, where they recuperate 
with remarkable quickness. 

The withdrawal of the silk makes 
them ferociously hungry, and care must 
De taken to prevent them from at- 
tacking and eating each other. As a 
safeguard against this, it has been 


found profitable to ke@p a constant sup- | 


ply of flies and other insects in the 
mango plantations, and to supply as 
many as possible to each spider as soon 
as it is released from the guillotine. 

Their appetites are enormous, but 
Madagascar is so rich in insect life 
that it is not difficult to feed them. Le-

Usually eight days of rest and feed-

As mangoes grow everywhere and 
most plentifully in Madagascar, it is 
much easier to feed the spiders than it 
is to feed the silkworms in places.

watched constantly in order te keep 
them in good condition. 

The first attempt at obtaining silk 
from spiders was made ih the seven- 
teenth century by the French natural- 
ist, Reamur. He tried to use the com- 
yee biack spider of Europe, but 

ly abandoned the idea, having 
found that for one pound of silk the 
product of 700,000 spiders was neces- 
gary, whereas 4000 silkworms gave the 
same amount. 

Tt has been determined since then 
that while the silkworm, during its 
productive fe of thirty-two days, 
often yields one-third of its own weight 
im slik, the black spider produces 
enough to amount to its entire weight.

THE CORCORAN HOUSE. 

Senator Chauncey Depew will bring 
his bride to the historic Corcoran 
house, at Connecticut avenue and H 


streets. Before and during the Mexi- 


can War this historic mansion was oc- 
cupled by Mr. Parkenham, the then 
British Minister, and many are the 
traditions of brilliant hospitality en- 
joyed within its walls during that 
early period of Washington's social his- 
tory. Daniel Webster's friends pre- 
sented the house to him at the height 
of his fame, and he dwelt there while 
Secretary of State. When Mr. Web- 
ster left the Cabinet he decided that 
he was too poor to support such an 
establishment. lt was thereupon 
bought by W. W. Corcoran, Washing- 
tons noted ilanthropist. It has ever 
since been wn only as the r- 
coran house. 

This mansion came very near 
confiscated by the Union governmen 
early in the Civil War. Mr. Corcoran's 
sympathies were with the South, and 
at the outbreak of hostilities he went 
abroad to avoid complications as a re- 
sult of the conflict. The story goes 
that while he was in New York, pre- 
paring to sail, his agent here received 
orders to have the house cleared for 
the government's uses, within two 
days. This order was wired by the 
agent to his client, and the latter re- 
plied that he had already leased the 
mansion to the French Minister. But, 
it is said, the agent never received this 
reply, and the insinuation has been 
that wires bearing it were tapped 
by the secret-service authorities, who 
became fearful of international com- 
plications on learning that a friendly 
sovereign had made the estate for- 
eign territory, for the time being. At 
any rate, on the agent's notifying the 
government of his readiness to turn 
over the property, he was by 
the official notice that Uncle Sam 
had changed his mind. So the French 
Minister took possession. 

The Marquis De Montholon, the 
diplomat in question, dispe gener- 
ous and gorgeous itality while host 
of the -big house. is crowning en- 
tertainment was a ball given by order 
of Louis Napoleon, while Gen. Grant 
was stationed as commander-in- 
chief of the army. Gen. Grant at- 
tended, and a French warship lying at 
Annapolis was ordered here that its of- 
ficers might do him honor. The Mar- 
quis received his guests in an elaborate 
court dress embroidered with jeweled 
fleur-de-lis, and ordered directly from 
Paris for the occasion. Sir Frederick 
Bruce, Minister from England, led the 
first cotillion at 5 o'clock in the morn- 
ing, and the dancing lasted until dawn, 
after which a sumptuous breakfast was 
served. Kate Chase Sp e attended 
this ball as a bride, as di 
wife of Stephen A. 
married to Gen. Willia 
having closed, Mr. Corcofan returned 
to the house, where he remained until 
his death. It was subsequently occu- 
pied by Senator Brice of Ohio, who is 
said to have paid Anton Seidl $5000 
for one evening's entertainment given 
there. The Brices were among the 
most extravagant entertainers whom 
Washington has ever known. 

Thus it will be seen that the new 

Mrs. Depew, although Paris bred, will 
have no just cause to sigh because 
haunt halis of her New World 
home. 
The Corbin mansion will be another 
of Washington's show houses this sea- 
son. The last finishing touches have 
just been added, and the Adjutant- 
General of the army, with his bride, 
are just moving in. This house, at 
Twenty-second and R streets, is within 
sight of the new French embassy, 
shortly to grace the extreme north- 
west. It ts of plain exterior, of red 
brick, with classic parapet roof gnoild- 
ings and English basement. The mold- 
ings of the windows and doors are of 
white marble. The interior is lux- 
uriously decorated with costly tapes- 
tries and rugs brought from Paris.

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UREKA, Jan. IEcluslve Dis- 
patch] A marine disaster that 
may develop into one of the worst 
known to the Pacific Coast in recent 
years occurred early Thursday morn- 
ing, when the steamer Walla Walla 
was run down by an unknown bark, 
believed to fly the French flag, and 
sank in thirty-five minutes. 

As the figures stand now, 33 of the 
passengers and % of the crew have 
yet to be accounted for, a total of 73; 
and 43 of the passengers and 39 of the 
crew are known to have been saved. 
These figures give a total of 155 per- 
sons on board when the ill-fated 
steamer came to her end. 

The collision occurred in the early 
hours of the morning, and the dark- 
ness was intensified by thick weather. 
The unknown bark loomed up out of 
the blackness and struck the Walla 
Walla without a minute's warning, and 
then drew away and was lost to sight 
almost immediately. A great hole was 
torn in the side of the Walla Walia, 
and she began to fill with great rapid- 
ity. Boats and life rafts were lowe,ced 
immediately, and a large majority ot 
those on beard succeeded in getting 
off on them. A number, however, it) 
is believed, had their escape cut off 
as the result of the great hole torn 
in the Walla Walla, and went down 
with her. Several of the boats , and 
rafts were picked up by the

water a short time. The social deck 
broke off, floating to the surface, and 
the captain came up with it. Sighting 
a Ute raft, he commenced swimming, 
and succeeded in reaching it after a 
hard struggle. 

“We then began to row to leeward, 
and everything went smoothly until 
about 11:51 o’clock Thursday morning, 
when a heavy sea struck our boat and 
capsized it. I know this to be the 
time, for two of the gentlemen had 
watches in their possession, and each 
of them stopped at this time. From 
then on until about 4:30 o'clock, qs 
well as I can judge, we suffered 
greatly from effects of wind and the 
heavy seas, having during that time 
suffered our boat to be capsized three 

més. The first time William Bartell, 
who was fireman abeard the ship, did 
not get back to the boat, and the 
last we saw of him he was floating 
with an oar with his face upward. 

“Shortly afterward it capsized a ser- 
ond time, but this time many failed to 
regain the boat. Of the boatload of 
thirteen men, six of whom were em- 
ployed on the sunken steamer, and 
seven passengers who left the scene 
of the disaster in lifeboat No. 7, seven 
survivors landed at Trinidad Harbor 
at about 7 a.m.” 

The people of Trinidad had not 
learned of the calamity, and the ap- 
pearance of the haggard and worn- 
gut survivors, as well as their tale of 
perils and sufferings. came as a shock 
to the people of that section, and they 
received them with open hands. The 
party immediately enjoyed the effegts 
of a warm fire, and were treated to a 
breakfast at the Occidental Hotel at 
that place.
